perintenuence of Colonol Goorgo J3. Wuriug, 
.Jr. Prom the statement there giveu it 
would appear that tiny iulnud villagu of one 
or two thousand inhabitants might dispose 
of its sewage by disporsiuR it upon ruljoin- 
iiig farming Jaud.s, perhaps with c-ntiro hn- 
ptmity and even with ad van t ago to tbo soil, 
although we aro yet to lonrn how success- 
fully tho plan will work 
in the winter 


mouths. 
But it must bo evident that a sys- 


tem which will work without serious diltt- 
cullies in ft village not larger than Lennox 
would bo inadequate in a thickly-settled 
pluce like "Worcester. The immense amount 
of Bawnge in n city of 20,000 inhaUtnntB,OE 
oven of 10,000, could not bo absorbed ex- 
cept, by a Invge rtrca of laud; and in case the 
Hewago is distributed through pipes, with 
the lilo pipes for fresh water, ns is the case 
in Lennox, the Inud must bo level, and the 
expense might \ven equal the cost of lavge 
sewers. 


It is stated in qno of Alderman Meohi'tt 


boohs that tho town of Norwich, England, 
provided itself with 1300 acres upon which 
to dispose of its sewage. 
In Great Britain 


tho large estates in the possession of wealthy 
proprietors afford an opportunity for the 
disposal of sewage and tho complete work- 
ing out of experiments. 
Tho Earl of War- 


wick, for example, in salt! to have contract- 
ed with tho authorities of Leamington for 
all ita sewage, and to pay therefor JMfiO per 
annum, the town to lay tho mains to his 
estate, o distance of four miles awny. 


The old city of Coventry sends oil ita sow- 


age through drains from which the bulk of 
surface ruin water is rejected to four largo 
basins, in which, by chemical means, the 
offensive matter is precipitated nml the 
wator purified. It is than drawn oil, clear 
and inoffensive, iutu the river, while tho 
rosiduum is converted into pomlrotto and 
sold in cakes. It is said that these sales pay 
all, the cost. 


Whatever may bo the propriety or impro- 


priety of utilizing sewage, it is now main- 
tained in England that it is unwise to build 
sewage drains largo enough to take the sur- 
face rain water. To do this they have to be 
constructed of enormous size. Quoin Y/est 
Philadelphia has a diameter of twenty-ono 
feet. 
While the demand upon our inland 


rivers and lakos for the use of man is in. 
creasing, if the rain water of the towns on 
their borders is all to bo turned into tho 
sowera, anil this vast amount of sewage to 
be run into the sewcra, whore nro wo to 
turn for witter for household purposes? Is it 
not manifest that sewage aud tho rainfall 
should bo treated separately; that open 
drums and the old wnter courses should be 
used for the one, and that the other should 
be treated according to its nature and 
utilized wherever circumstances will per- 
mit ?— [Boston Advertiser.
